Cadets Contribute Over $1000;

On Monday, February 3, 1953, 
the Ad Astra Per Aspera Honor- 
ary Fraternity completed its fund- 
raising drive for the annual March 
of Dimes with a record-breaking 
total collection of $1,003.54 in cash. 
Although the goal was set at only 
$800, the corps of cadets was det- 
ermined to raise it over $1,000.

Im- 
mediately, the cadets under the 
leadership of Major Savege, phon- 
ed Radio Station WTON to pledge 
the total amount to hear ‘Over the 
Rainbow’ by Judy Garland. 

The cadets’ activities were not 
limited only to this method of rais- 
ing money for the March of Dimes. 
The A.M.A. Band played at Lee 
High auditorium, raising a total 
amount in pledges of $143.74 
which was more than what the 
other two competing bands were 
able to raise. The Saturday night 
following that, the A.M.A. Glee 
Club, under the direction of Mrs. 
William Pritchett sang; while Mrs. 
Pritchett, Captain Hansen, and 
Lieutenant Johnson rendered vocal 
and piano solos, respectively, to 
bring the total pledge of the eve- 
ning to over $100.

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Privileges -- Where Are They? | 
New Policy Can Be Yours 


There is an old adage, “Rank 
has its privileges,’ which is well 
worth considering. In the short 
time that the Editor has attended 
A.M.A., he has noticed that there 
appear to be ccntrary opinions to 
this saying. 

Granted, certain individuals 
have some privileges, but the aver- 
age cadet here does not have those 
that he rightfully deserves. Basi- 
cally, there are four groups to 
which privileges should be extend- 
ed. 

The first division is in scholas- 
tics (the Honor Roll and Privilege 
List). There are two erroneous fac- 
tors involved with this group. 
First, there is absolutely no dis- 
tinction, except for a ribbon, be- 
tween the two divisions. Second, 
there are not enough privileges 
granted to the Honor Roll, which 
seems like an injustice. Although 
the members of both groups are al- 
lowed to enter Barracks during a 
free period and are occasionally 
treated to a free ‘dinner ’at Buck’s, 
this is not sufficient. The Editor 
suggests that any member of the 
Honor Roll be allowed to go to 
Buck’s, the Fort, the PX, or any 
other place on grounds during his 
free time (including his vacant 
periods.) 

The second division is the dis- 
tinction between an old and new 
cadet. This is one-group..which 
needs the least improvement. How- 
ever, the Editor would like to sug- 
gest two things: first, no new 
cadet should be allowed to room 
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with an old cadet, and second, no 
new cadet should be allowed to 
room on the front of Barracks. 
Actually, the third group, Offi- 
cers as compared with Enlisted 
men, and the fourth group, Sen- 
iors as compared with non-grad- 
uates, can be combined into one 
group for our purposes. A good 
start has been made for Seniors 
by allowing only them to patron- 
ize Buck’s before six p.m. on Sun- 
days. Although some object to the 
Senior permits, the Editor believes 
that they are fair in every way
